It developed after the Juryi was discharged the following voted at 
flrst for flrst degree murder: Howe, Burke, Berryman, Vaughan and 
McPherson. Hyde* wM for acguittal. Tko other* were for Mcond degrM 
murder. 

Before court coBMned thia BOfBlBg Iko aherlfl announced that the 
Jury was ready to come la with a tartkM TCport. A* aoon as court opened 
the jury was brought in and pronounced the verdict, finding both Dun- 
can and Robin Cooper guilty of murder lu the seoiuV dt»gre«. Judge Hart 
immediately, sentenced them to 20 year*. The verdht will be appealed at 
once. The way wa* paved when attomeya for the defense yesterday 
asked that the exact words of the jury be rowrded. When the foraauB 
said as to the Coopers they were hopelessly tladl Attoraeya WlH aTgng 
that the judge erred in not dtacharging the Jarj<. 

Pending the decision of the appMl, the Cooper* wlH be allowed to go 
under |25,0<)O ball. Preparation for ball was begun at once. Attorney 
General McCarn declared he was pleased with tho verdict, wMA'^T took 
a* a vindication of his methods in the trial. He said he wa* perfectly 
wining that t>ail -be allowed until the tupreme court paaaed on the valid- 
ity of the conviction. He asked that his ass stnn'- be permitted to es- 
amlne the bond, which the court allowed'. <" ' i ooper BBd 'Itobin sat 
'•arelessly at their altoraeys' tahie while the mii. ' .s were being fixed.
